A DOZEN  DON’TS 

Don’t  fail  to  have  your  ground  prepared  before  your  tubers 
arrive.  Use  plenty  of  coarse  coal  ashes  for  drainage. 

Don’t  allow  tubers  to  dry  out  nor  be  exposed  to  wind  or 
sun. 

Don’t  plant  dahlias  in  the  shade  nor  near  other  roots. 

Don’t  fail  to  drive  a strong  stake  before  planting  the  tuber. 

Don’t  plant  tuber  vertically;  plant  it  horizontally,  about 
five  inches  deep  and  three  feet  from  others. 

Don’t  water  unless  you  have  to.  After  plants  are  a few 
inches  high,  cover  the  entire  bed  with  straw,  leaves, 
or  lawn  clippings  to  hold  moisture  and  act  as  mulch. 

Don’t  plant  until  frosts  are  not  liable  to  occur. 

Don’t  fertilize  too  much,  but  feed  during  the  blooming 
period. 

Don’t  fail  to  disbud  liberally. 

Don’t  fail  to  cut  dahlias  with  long  stems. 

Don’t  cut  blooms  when  the  suii  is  shining;  the  cool  of 
evening  or  morning  is  the  best  time. 

Don’t  forget,  fading  blooms  will  be  revived  or  fresh  cut 
flowers  will  last  longer  if  their  stems  are  placed  in  a 
few  inches  of  very  hot  water.
